uroponn Exhibition of Industry, and liow 
lat position, as a ganoral rule, was Booured 
lot by any elTort on the part of tho Govorn- 
nent, bat by tbe qniet, noaSBamiiig persist- 
ency of American oitizens. He goes on to 
show that many of tlio moat useful of Aine- 
rioan inventions roceivod no partioulor at- 
tention in tho United States until they had 
taken prizes in Kuropo, We are told that 
MoOormick's reaping maohine, which has 
made ineh a revolotion in agrleultare, v/ne 
soaroely reoogaized in tbs Repnblio boforo 
tbe prominm was awarded to it in Europe ; 
and that many ingenious mochsDios suoh as 
Stoor'a, of the celebrated yachl America, and 
Hobbs, the picker of the renowned Brnmah 
look that had defied the lookimiths of the 
world for twenty years, attraoted no attention 
whatever in the XJniled Slates until Earope 
bad made them famous. It is tbe old siory 
of the prophet having no honor in his own 
country. But General Banl^a goes farther in 
bis advocacy of Industrial Exhibitions. They 
not only acoording to bia arguraont show to 
other nations the gtaatneis of the United 
States, bnl tinfold to the people of the Hs- 
pablio themaelvea the power and capacity 
of the country. In the Hamburg Exposition 
of 1SC3, a Vermont aheepxraiser was tbeio 
with twelve Rheep whioh be had raised and 
broaghl aorosa the Atlaotio on bia own re- 
Bponsibility. Thirty-five difiCerani nations 
were represented. The crowned heads of 
Europe bad their own finest apecimena of 
the sheep of Europe and Asia ; tho Emperor 
of the French forming a most brilliant comi- 
petitor for the prizes in the eibibition of a 
very superior clasa of etock. Yet despite 
tbe faot that America had enjoyed no repu- 
tation for sheepHraisiog, the two first ptizes 
were awarded to the man from Vermont. 
But it is not General Banks' desire that 
Amorioao greatness should bo conQned lo n 
display in tho arts or vocations of peace. He 
is anxiona that Europe should have a whole- 
some idea of the United States' as a military 
power. ■< Tbeie will be nbtbieg" ha says, 
" which the people of other countries will bo 
desire to see and to comprehcDd as the matcrkl 
and organization ol the American army." 
Tho Government proposes to send " a bat;gage 
wagon, manufactured at rbiladelphia, that 
followed MoOlellan throngh his Potomao 
campaign, Rosenorans in Tenneaaes, and 
Sherman in his great maroh from tho moun- 
tains to tbs sea, aad then again to Richmond 
and tbe aurrender of Lee.'' General JJanks 
ia, however, not content wilh this little bit 
of sentiment in the Qovetnmont of the Uiiilcd 
States, he wants Grant sent, aad Sboiman 
sent, and Sheridan sent jnat to show lo Eur- 
ope what American heroes aro made of. 
We are afraid that with ail Iho courage dis^ 
played by these distinguished gonernla they 
will Bhriak from tbe ordeal to wLioli Iboir 
entbuaiastio friend wishea to snbjcct them. 
A baggage wagon is not s* acnaitire, at^d

Tho General (bon gives some etatietica, 
possibly alightly exaggerated, of the copacity 
of tho United states. Ho tclla ns that Iho 
cotton crop of tlio Bepnblic gives umplojv 
merit to forty inilliou EuronuaiH — thai il 
baa been really only culiivated in livu Slater, 
bat oan be prodaoed profitably in l^7CIlly ; 
•nd that instead of sending out to the world 
bit five million of bales, tho increased on- 
paoity of tbu Stales will prodnco twenty 
millions. An an ngrienllurnl country il 
is flint becurnin^ the granary of llio 
■world' and aa a wine oouiury ihu

resonroes and of tbo petrsleam production 
there is no limtl.

times greater than the number in England. 
'Wo can build," rays Uenorai liar'liy, on 
this topio, aa much as wo waul, and aa 
aeon as we desire. Other nations connl tho 
cost ; but wo have no coat ; for to invest in 
o railway is to give valuo to that property 
whieh we pos.so.s iu ollitr forms. Tho con- 
sttuction of our railways hat cc.-t ua 61,100,- 
000,000 ; §800,000,000, as 1 Etr.ied tho olhor 
day, wore espendcd hoiweou 1850 and 1800. 
And I bBTs 00 doubt that between 1870 and 
1880, 81,000,000,000 more will bo invested, 
90 that we shall havo a ii'.ihvay to every part 
of tliia country, conneeting all tho poinU of 
domestic weiiltb, wbuther tlio coal of Ponn- 
dylvanla, llio Icul', .>( Illinois, the copper ol 
iMichigaii, or tno gold ond silver of tbe 
PaoiQo coast, with the commeice of the 
world." Spoakiog of tbo American press 
the General says in the year 18GI it gave four 
tbonsand jouroals ond a ihousand million 
copies per annum, and uuw yields double tbo 
number of copies or two a week for oveiy 
person in tho Uiiilod Stales. The speaker 
then goca on to ahow that os the Bepubllo 
and ita capacity become better known in 
Europe a larger emigration will take place ol 
tho J'.uropcan middle classes and of skilled 
laborers, and that the past prosperity of tho 
country will bo nothing wheu compared lo 
ita future. "Wilh such accesaion to our 
numbers, '* be aaya, " we shall be able to dia 
charge our duty to our Government, relieve 
our people from their taxes, and make known 
to tbe world the value of tbe services of tbe 
illustrious men who havu died in tho defence 
of the country. It ia in such a contest as this 
that men and nations win honora that give 
them immortality. War is but a trivial 
thing compared with tbe developments of 
peace, and if abowiog what wo are capable 
of in war, wo forbear to show to tbe world 
what wo are capable of in peace, wo shall 
bring upon us dishonor rather than an endur- 
ing fame. Whatever power wo have in tho 
field or in the workshop, the true power of 
the American Government and tbe American 
people is in ideas; that tbe lesson which tho 
Old World has to learn of ns, and the lesson 
which wo have lo loaru oursolvcs, in order 
jubtly to appreciate our own importauco and 
cbaraclor, is, that in the economy of this 
world ideas arc belter than blows, and braioa 
better than blows.''

REPORT. 



ViOTOEiA, V.I., April 29, 1860. 

To the Directors of the Alberni Coppc: 
Miuicg Company (Lifflitcd). 

OP.XTLBUEX, — 

Since I havo been in this colony I have made it 
my business to enquire of several parties aa to the 
indications of any place or places where thoy may 
havo been at work, and from tho information 
which I gathered I thought tho " Alberni Mine " 
to be tlio best to prospect. Accordingly 1 made 
you a proposition in November last, and on my 
arrival at the mine I found tho indications on the 
oiucruppingsjust aa good aa had been represented. 
Tlicrc w;i9 a tunnel drifted 73 feet on tho lode, 
from wliich there had boon some good atones of 
ore taken. Tho lode in tho tunnel is well definoil, 
running north and south. On a careful survey 
of the whole work I found there was nothing 
done on tho lodo below tho top tunnel ; tbo cross 
cut was not drifted far enough to strike th e vein. 
So I concluded to continue tho N. K. by N. drift, 
which 1 thought would take some 60 or 00 feet 
more to drift before striking the lode It was 
struck, however, at a distanco of 11 feet. Tho 
lode is well defined, and 1 will say the best I 
have seen in the colony. It runs duo north, the 
same aa the lode in tho top tunnel. This will bo 
from UO to 100 feet bolow tho top tunnel, and 70 
feet behind the cntranco of tho top tunnel. The 
lodo is four feet wido and has a good hanging 
wall but not a good foot wall as yot. I expect a 
good foot wali when a little further olf the cross 
course, as it curries n qooJ foot wall in the top 
tunnel. Ihavedriftid only Ifl feet on tho lodo 
and stopped a few feet of the bottom of the drift. 
About ten tons of copper have been taken out, 
four or five tons of which aro of the same quality 
as that brought to Victoria, and which I Consider 
first class ore, the remainder 1 call second class 
ore. That part of tho lode that contains tho ore 
in the present end of Iho drift aierages thirteen 
inches wide. 1 should say, from tho best of my 
judgment, it is 20 per cent ore. About twelve 
feet from tho present ond of the drift there is a 
BoliJ brancli of ore going down in the bottom 18 
inclics wiilo, from whioh some of tho stonos were 
taken that were brouRiit to Victeria, ono weinhing 
I'Jd lbs. of almost solid ore, which you can sco for 
youriiclvos. The anglo of this lodo is about ono 
foot in six, a ^'cry good angle for a copper lode. 
I think tbe soutlicrn part of this lode that has 
been " heaved" by the cross course can bo easily 
found. Indeed, 1 think I have found It aire; dy, 
although I am not positive, us tho plaeo is vory 
Kit and I had no opportunity to ihoroutjhly pros' 
pci't it. From these appearances I think if the 
lode was opened say from 100 to loO fuct below 
the present works, it would prove to be one of tbo 
best mines on the Pacific coast.

One of Capt. Moore's boats 
xva.s about half way up Big Hhuswap I/iike, 
and tho other within six miles of Little 
.Shuswap Lake. Both were loaded with freight 
and passengers. "Big Jack" had made o.ie 
tbrongli trip and two half tri|is with bis large 
canoes. liarnard's large express canoes were 
making regular trips, and were well patron- 
ised. Thoro is no scarcity of boats for freight 
and passengers. The fare charged from 
Havana's Ferry to Seymour is §8. Largo 
numbers of men were arriving at Seymour aud 
leaving immodlatoly for tho minoa, most of 
tl'oin loaded with provisions. Tho weather 
was reported mild and pleasant in tho diggings 
thu snow was disappearing fast, aud the 
miners were busy preparing sluices kt:. 
Several companies e.X])e(; ted to be taking out 
pay in a few days. 

There is no news of a very definite ebarac- 
ter from the creeks, but the uljiiost coiiliilence 
is felt iiy every one, and all newcomers are 
eagerly securing claims, of which there ap- 
pea.s to be an iibuiidanco for all. .Mr. ilaj,'- 
gin, the UoKl Commissioner at .Seymour, is 
kept busy issuing licenses and recording 
claims.

.Moborly's trail ,iml the Coliiiiibia river. It 
reduces the \\'liidr di.iLaiice i)et^\eeu .Seymour 
and Cold creek lo iiiib--.^, ami avoids the

.-easous. There h.-.d not been a single arrival 
from Fort Sbeppard, proving how immeasur- 
ably behind this rente is that til'a the (ajluni- 
bia river and Portland. Considerable quanti- 
ties of provisions had been transported by 
means of dog-sleds until recently, the snow 
on this side tbo summit having given out.

Carpenters and 
shingle makers were kejit busy, and a coii.si- 
derablo number of laborers were employed.
